SUMMARY OF INCIDENT 


On March 31, 1994, at approximately 1900 hours, deputies from Headquarters Narcotics Bureau, 
supported by Lennox Station narcotics officers, a total of seven deputies, initiated an undercover 
purchase of narcotics at 


Deputy Acosta, who was the deputy in charge of the operation, stated that the plan was to have 
Deputy Hernandez drive to the driveway of the apartment where the occupants had previously sold 
drugs, and purchase drugs, (Exhibit A). 


Prior to Deputy Hernandez going to the location, Deputies Acosta and Letizio (driver), drove past 
the apartment and observed several males standing in and near the driveway. There were also other 
males on the second floor landing that overlooked the driveway, (Exhibit B). Acosta then assigned 
the assisting deputies, two deputies each to the three vehicles that were being used. 


Deputies Acosta and Letizio were parked east of Western Avenue on the north side of 125th Street. 
Their job was to be in a position to watch Deputy Hernandez while she made the purchase, and 
direct the other deputies after the purchase was completed. 


Deputies Napue and Rodriguez (driver) were parked approximately 50 to 75 yards east of Acosta 
and Letizio’s position on 125th Street. They had been directed to be the arrest team, and would 
move in and make the arrest of the suspect after the purchase was made by Hernandez. 


Deputies Rothans (driver) and Lively had been positioned on the east side of Western Avenue, 
south of the apartment building. Following the purchase, they were to move in and assist where 
needed. 


Prior to the purchase, Acosta had Deputies Rothans and Lively move approximately 75 feet north 
of 125th Street, still on the east side of Western Avenue. The move was necessary because 
Acosta’s view of where the purchase was to be made wac-nartially obstructed by a block wall on 
the east side of the driveway, (Exhibit A). 


Moving Rothans and Lively gave them an unobstructed bl чы чн owever, it 
also moved them into view of the males who were stand the second 
floor landing of the apartment. pve 

Following the successful purchase of narcotics by Depu f to the 
underground parking area of the apartment, she left the saw the 


narcotics suspect begin walking down the driveway toward the underground parking. Acosta then 
directed Deputies Napue and Rodriguez to approach and make the arrest. 


Rodriguez and Napue drove westbound on 125th Street and parked on the south side of 125th 
Street, just east of the driveway to the underground parking for the apartment, (Exhibit A, blue 
Toyota). Acosta and Letizio parked behind them. 


Simultaneously, Deputies Rothans and Lively backed their radio car to the south side of 125th 
Street, just west of the apartment driveway, (Exhibit A, white Chevy). 
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LA.B. NOTE: There is a raised center divider on Western Avenue which obstructed the 
deputies from making a turning movement that would allow them to face the location 
when they approached. 


Deputies Napue and Rothans exited their respective vehicles and proceeded down the driveway 
(Exhibit B), toward the underground parking garage. With Deputy Rothans in the lead, both 
deputies observed a lone male standing at the bottom of the driveway with his back turned to them. 
In response to Deputy Rothans’ direction to turn and face them, Suspect W whirled around 
producing a .380 caliber semiautomatic pistol, pointed it at the deputies and pulled the trigger. 


Napue fired one round, while Deputy Rothans fired two rounds. As the deputies fired, Suspect 
darted to his left into a garage bay, (Exhibit B, where the red vehicle is parked)), and took refuge 
inside a stucco covered alcove (Exhibit C). 


Both deputies immediately drew their weapons and fired simultaneously at $изрес есй 


Suspect 2 ordered ош and subsequently arre З cident. А Davis 
Industries, Model P380, semiautomatic, with six rot hoc D wt none in the chamber, 
was recovered from the floor inside the alcove whe1 [Р tn wo y hibit C). The weapon is 
a reported stolen by Glendale Police Department. Е 


Опе round fired by the deputies passed through the wall of ће parking Бау where Ѕиѕресі ШШ. 
(Exhibit D), and struck a pole (Exhibit E) їп the next parking bay. Another round fired by the 

deputies struck the metal support beam (Exhibit F) above the driveway. The third round ricocheted 
off of a window of a second floor apartment and then struck the metal window frame, (Exhibit G). 


Three expended 9mm shell casings recovered from the area where the deputies were 
standing when they fired at Suspect 


Witness ШЕШЕ who was on the second floor landing, just west of the driveway at the time of the 

shooting, stated that he believes a small 1/4 inch cut on the outside edge of his left hand was 

caused by a bullet fragment originating from one of the three shots fired by the deputies. Mr. 
fused medical treatment for the paper cut type wound to his hand. 


Witness = along with the other witnesses, stated they saw the deputies just prior to the shots 
being fired. И: 2:0 he thought the deputies were shooting at him and the people who were with 
him on the landing. 


\\їшез Шаа that he was at the bottom of the stairs, just outside the entry to the garage area, 
when he saw the deputies in the driyeway. He said they shot at someone first, and then identified 
themselves as Deputy Sheriffs 2:2 the deputies fired two or three shots. He said he laid 
down in the first parking bay of the garage, the same bay where Suspect hid, and stayed there 
until the deputies came to him ic that one deputy was wearing a black jacket, cap, and 
jeans. He said the deputy could have been an “every day person on the streets.” id he didn’t 
identify the deputy as a deputy when he saw him. 


LA.B. NOTE: Deputy Rothans was dressed in the manner described by Witness Ш 
(Exhibit H). 


КА | who was setting оп ће outside stairs leading to the second floor (Exhibit В), 
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stated that the group of individuals һе was with had noticed (һе саг that Deputies Rothans and 
Lively were in, when their car stopped on Western Avenue north of 125th Street. aid 
someone had said “watch this car,” because it was backing up on the wrong side of the street. He 
said when the car stopped, two males exited, one wearing a pendlton, and the other one had on a 
black coat. 


Mr Sid he heard two or three shots, he laid down, then he heard someone say, “Sheriff, 
police, don’t nobody move.” He said he could not identify the persons who fired the weapons, and 
does not know what they were shooting at. 


Witness tates he was sitting on a chair (Exhibit B) on the landing over the drive way 
to the underground parking, with three other people (Witnesses), said they were there 
drinking beer, watching out for some people in a van who had tried to do a drive by shooting. He 
said the first thing he knew was somebody say, “Sheriff” and then he heard gun shots and he laid 
down. 2:0 he saw the white car backing up on Western Avenue. He said the deputies were 
wearing green Sheriff’s raid jackets [said he does not know who the deputies were shooting 
at, and does not know where the bullets struck. 


Witness [EEE stated that he was entering the security gate at the bottom of the stairs 
that lead to the first floor, when he heard someone say, “watch the white car.” He said he could not 
аг. He said he saw a male wearing jeans running (in the driveway) and then start shooting. 
йй. he first thought that they were gang bangers until he saw their green Sheriff's raid 
Jackets. 


Ма that wins fs near the security gate when the shooting started. He said the 
shots were fired and then he heard someone yell “freeze.” 


Following the shooting, Suspect Nelson, who had sold narcotics to Deputy Hernandez, was taken 
into custody.
